G.S.R. 753(E).— WHEREAS in the matter of import into India of Copper Clad Laminates felling 
under Chapter 74 of the First Schedule to the Customs Tariff Act, 1975(51 of 1975) (hereinafter referred to 
as the subject goods), originating in, or exported from. People’s Republic of China, Hong Kong, Taiwan, 
South Korea, Singapore, Philippines and Thailand, the designated authority vide its preliminary findings, 
published in the Gazette of India, Extraordinary, Part I, Section 1, dated the 26 th June, 2003, vide No. 
14/14/2002-DGAD dated 25 th June, 2003, has come to the conclusion that - 


(a) the subject goods have been exported to India from the People’s Republic of China, Hong 
Kong, Taiwan, South Korea and Philippines (hereinafter referred to as the subject 
countries) below its normal value; 

(b) the domestic industry has suffered material injury; 

(c) the material injury has been caused cumulatively by the dumped imports from the 
subject countries, and 

has considered it necessary to impose anti-dumping duty, provisionally, pending final determination, on all 
imports of the subject goods originating in or exported from the subject countries; 


NOW, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (2) of section 9A of the said Customs 
Tariff Act, read with rules 13 and 20 of the Customs Tariff (Identification, Assessment and Collection of 
Anti-dumping Duly on Dumped Articles and for Determination of Injury) Rules, 1995, the Central 
Gover nment, os the basis of the aforesaid findings of the designated authority, hereby imposes on the 
goods, the. description of which is specified in column (3) of the Table below, falling under subheading of 
the First Schedule to the said Customs Tariff Act as specified in the corresponding entry in column (2), the 
specification of which is specified in column (4) of the said Table, originating in the countries as specified 
in the corresponding entry in column (5), and exported from the countries as specified in the correspondin g 
entry in column (6) and produced by the producers as specified in the corresponding entry in column (7) 
and exported by the exporters as specified in. the corresponding entry in column (8), and imported into 
India, an anti-dumping duty calculated as a percentage of cost, insurance ami freight (CIF) export prices to 
India at the rate specified in the corresponding entry in column (9), of the said Tabic
